natl "ripper" bill was first on the sen- 
Bte calendar for ihird reading and the 
tut fllltd tba lobby witb a throng of 
people, mostly from Cinplnnatl. Sen- 
ator Nippert, tbo author of the bill, 
optatd with a ■tattment <rf tha bill's 
provisions. He dwelt upon the condi- 
tions in Cinoinnatl resulting from the 
d«adlock In tht prtMnt board of elty 
aflltlrt. This, he said, was resulting 
very seriously, and there was danger 
that It would be continued by the 
spring election. It certainly would be 
it one Democrat and one Republican 
should be elected. He declared that 
the mayor had not niude a single wor- 
thy appointment. 

Senator Cohen replied. He based 
his remarks upon an amendment 
which he offered, making the proposed 
new board elective by the people at 
tae April election Instead of appoint- 
ive by the governor. He could not 
agree with Senator Nippert that the 
present board was dishonest. It had 
given economical and efficient govern- 
ment to the city. He called attention 
to the tact that It the bill passes not 
tor three years wl.i the people of Cin- 
cinnati have a chance to choose a gov- 
erning board ot their own. 

Seator Cohen called attention to the 
tact that no request for the passage 
of the bill had come from the chamber 
of commerce or the board of trade of 
Cincinnati; also to the fact that not a 
single Republican newspaper outside 
of Cincinnati had asked the passage 
of the bill. 

Senators Long and Brown spoke to 
the amendment, opposing the bill as 
reported, and Senator Slebert and Sen- 
ator Harding Bpoke for the bill. Sen- 
ator Harbaugb took middle ground. 

Replying to sionie severe remarks of 
Senator Cohen upon Oeorge B. Cox, 
Senator Nippert said that Cox was in 
some sense "a leader of the party" in 
Cincinnati, but he was not a bad citi- 
zen and was not under the ban down 
there. He compared well with Louis 
Bernard, who he said wss sitting right 
back of Senator Cohen managing the 
opposition to the bill, and that Cox 
had too much tact to go about the 
Streets ol Columbus as Bernard was 
doing offering them money to defeat 
the Xippert bill. 

It was 1:26 p. m. before a vote was 
reached, Senator Dodge moving the 
previous Question. Senator Cohen's 
amendment was defeated by the fol- 
lowing vote: Nay 18, yea 13. The bill 
was then passed, 18 Republicans voting 
for the measure, and 11 Democrats and 
two Republicans against it 

The Ross bill providing that women 
employe" any service Khali be paid 
the samb npensation as men are 
paid for th\ me service was defeated 
la the senate by a vote of 9 to 11. 
House Prooeedliigs. 

In the house the lollowlug bills were 
passed: To appropriate |33,000 for 
the Ohio SUte university, 124,000 for 
Miami university and >19,000 for Wil- 
berforce university for 1901, and for 
1902 the same amount for each insti- 
tution; authorising trustees ot Spen- 
cer township. Hamilton county, to 
transttr |1,000 funds; to create an ad- 
ditional police Judge for Cleveland; to 
give probate court of Coshocton coun- 
ty coaearrent Jurisdiction in divorce, 
alimony, foreelosvrs and partition 
cases. 

When the Garrison resolution to In- 
vestigate trusts came up for oonsidera- 
tioovMr. Pr|fie ot Athens ralsad the 
polni of order that the resolution was 
not in order because its provisions 
ur^ covered by the Willis resolutiou 
i^w pending before the Judiciary com- 
littee. Speaka^ Heynolds ruled that 
{the resolution was out of order because 
llts provisions are embodied In ibe Wil- 
lis resolution. Mr. Uarrlsou appealed 
jfrom the ruling, but the chair was 
(sustained by a vote ot 64 to 10. 

Mr. LeFevre of Morgan county has 
bill prepared to protect purchasers 
lot fruit trees, vines and shrubs against 
[being swindled. It provides that nur- 
serymen must deliver the kinds and 
varieties of trees represented to the 
purohaser by agents, and fixing the 
penalty at |50 to |200 and 30 to 90 days 
for the first offense, and $76 to |600 
i^nd the same period ot imprisonment 
tor subsequent offenses.

OSEATED A 8TIB. 

Racy Testiiiioiiy Oflcred In the Clark 
Alleged Bribery CMe« 

Washington, Feb. 1(.— The senate 
eommittae on elections resumed Its In- 
quiry into the election of Senator 

Clark of Montana after a respite of 
hours. Mr. Bdward B. Coyne. Judge 
of the Ooonty court of Livingston 
county, N. T., tsstlfled concerning a 
conversation he had in New York city 
last October with Mr. Hewitt, a wit- 
ness for the prosecution In this case. 
He said Mr. Hewitt had spoken ot the 
Wellcome disbarment case and in re- 
sponse to an inquiry bad said that 
Wellcome "did not stand a ghost of a 
chance" and would be disbarred. He 
said that it did not make any differ- 
ence whether Wellcome was guilty of 
the offense charged as Daly owned the 
court and the case was being conducted 
with a view to getting testimony in 
the Clark case that was to come before 
the rnited States seaat*. 

Justice jlunt's testimony created a 
profound sensation. He detailed four 
different conversations he had had 
with his family physician. Dr. Wil- 
liam Tracy of Helena, in two of which 
he believed the doctor had attempted to 
lay before him a proposition to bribe 
him in the Wellcome disbarment case, 
which was at that time before the 
court ot which the witness was a mem- 
ber. 



American Wheelmen. 

Philadelphia, Feb. 15.— The session 
of the national assembly of the League 
ot American Wheelmen was devoted 
entirely to the reading ot reports. W. 
A. Howell of Connecticut, chairman of 
the committee on credentials, reported 
99 proxy votes in audition to the. del- 
egates reporting in person. President 
Thomas J. Keenan, Jr., read a lengthy 
report and devoted some space to rac- 
ing. The treasurer, James C. Tattir- 
sall, reported receipts from Jan. 1, 
IWO, to be |6S,S7«.84, disbursements, 
160,461.70, balance on hand, $1,915.14.

Washington. Feb. 15.— Representa- 
tive Wheeler of Kentucky introduced 
in the house the following resolution: 

"Whereas, Charles E. Macrum. late 
a consul ot the United States at Pre- 
toria in the Transvaal republic, over 
his own signature, charges 'when this 
(his) mall was finally forwarded to iiic 
after Colonel Stowe. the American 
consul general at Cape Town, had se- 
cured its release, I had the humiliation 
as the representative of the American 
government of sitting in my dflSce in 
Pretoria and looking upon envelopes 
and bearing MIelsl sesls of the Amer- 
ican government openpd and officially 
sealed with a sticker, notifying me that 
the contents had been read by the 
censor at Durban.' and, 

"Whereas, He further states in the 
same article. 'When I accepted my 
post as consul 1 knew nothing of any 
secret alliance l)etween America ami 
Great Britain,' therefore, be it 

"Resolved, By the house that the 
secretary of state is directed to Inform 
the house of representatives if said 
Charles E. Macrum, a.s consul of the 
American government. Informed the 
state department that his official mall 
had been opened and read by the Brit- 
ish censor at Durban, and If so. what 
steps, If any, have been taken to ob- 
tain an explanation and apology from 
the British government. 

"Also, he Is further directed to in- 
form the house of representatives 
What truth there Is In the charge that 
a secret alliance exists between the re- 
public of the United States and the 
empire of threat Hritain." 

The speaker referred the resolution 
to the foreign affairs committee.

Blmetttlllc Clause of the Currency 
Hill l'|) Kor Disst-t'tiuii. 

Washington. I'. li. 1.").— The routine 
business being concluded, the financial 
bin was laid before the senate, the 
pending question being the amend- 
ment offered by the finance committee 
and reading as follows: 

"Provisions of this act are not in- 
tended to place any obstacles in the 
way of the accomplishment of Inter- 
national bimetallism, provided the 
siime be secured by concurrent action 
of the leading commercial nations ot 
the world and at a ratio which shall 

insure permanence of relative Value 
between gold and silver." 

Mr. Hoar (.Mass.) said the double 
Standard of gold and silver had not 
only been accepted by the people, but 
had been embodied in the constitution 
itself. Hut when, by the action of oth- 
er nations, this country was forced to 
accept a single standard. It was forced 
to accept the most valuable metal. 
We should gt't the double Ktan<lard 
when the opportunity came. There 
was therefore no pretense or hypocrisy 
in the pending amendment 

Mr. Morgan (Ala.) denounced the 
pending amendment as a "miserable 
makeshift, which is Intended to cover 
the lacerations ot a wounded con- 
science." He declared the bill would 
return us to the British system of 
finance. 

Mr. Piatt (Conn.) said that whatever 
may ba said about imperialism, "or 
the toiling masses," the issue will be 
tha same ss four years ago— whether 
or not we shall have a silYsr Standard 
in the United SUtes. 

Mr. Coekrell daelatad that the 
"crime of '7t was a erime against man, 
against Ood, against humanity and 
against Christianity."

Washington, Feb 16.— Hon. Charles 
S. Maerum ot Bast Liverpool, O., for- 
mer United States minister to Preto- 
ria, made public a statement explain- 
ing his reason for quitting his post. 
At the outset be states It was neces- 
sary he should return to Washington 
to Inform the American government 
of the true situation in the Transvaal, 
something which could not be done 
from Pretoria, owing to the rigid cen- 
sonshlp exercised by tha British. All 
of his official letters were opened by 
the censors. He charges that the 
government left him In the position of 
a British consul and not an Ameri- 
can consul. When he arrived at Paris 
he learned a son Of Secretary Hay had 
been given the consulship at Pretoria.

London, Feb. 15. — Intense satisfac- 
tion continues dominant in conse- 
quence of Field Marshal Ix)rd Roberts' 
plan of operations in South Africa. 
There is uo furtlier news of the Brit- 
ish advances into the Orange Free 
State, or of activity at the Modder 
river, but a feeling of quiet confidence 
prevails that the strong hands of 
"Dobs 13ahadur" and the hero of Khar- 
toum are shaping matters toward a 
much needed decisive victory. 

This entire move with Its concentra- 
tion of nearly all the IJritish battalions 
outside Natal and the slender columns 
under Oatacre and Clements has been 
brought about by scientific strategy. 
An army corps and strong auxiliary 
forces have been nias.-,ed where the 
enemy are the weakest and the pre- 
vious balance ot forces in the military 
problem has been suddenly upset. This 
column on \\\o Reit riv(>r has a pro- 
mise of potency for the relief of Kim- 
berley and a subsequent advance upon 
Bloemfonteln, and Is so great a diver- 
sion of military resources that Lady- 
smith may yet be ri-scued. 

A report from Lord Roberts describ- 
ed a brilliant cavalry raid by General 
French with three brigades of cavalry 
and a strong force of horse artillery 
in whic h three i; x rs' laagers weie 
captured and a supporting movement, 
conducted by Oeneral Cordon, by 
which two guns were taken. The re- 
lief of Klmberley will evidently be the 
first work of Lord Roberts and a march 
upon Bloemfonteln a sequel to It. 

A special from Cnlcveley, Natal, 
dated Tuesday, says: "Oeneral Lyt- 
tleton has succeeded to the command 
of the second division during the ill- 
ness ot General Clery, who is suffering 
from blood poisoning. Colonel North- 
cott. of the rifle brigade, temporarily 
commands the fourth division." 

The fears regarding a Hoer attack 
on Zululand are sotaewhat allayed by 
a special despatch from Durban, which 
says that a column of cohiniril scouts 
after a forced marrh lias arrived at 
Eshowe In splendid fighting form. 
They were pursued several times dur- 
ing the march by the Boers, but suc- 
ceeded in repulsing them. 

The ofilcial list of the British casual- 
ties at Rensherg from I'el). Id to Fel). 
12 shows: Killed, four ofilcers and 
seven men; wounded six ofllcers and 
14 men: mipslng two officers and eight 
men. The officers killed were Colonel 
Coningham of the Worcester regiment 
and Major Greddy and Lieutenants J. 
Powell and J. C. Roberts, all of them 
Australians. 



To Aid the Boers. 

New York. Feb. 15.— Flfty-seren 
men, nearly all young rind st.ilw.irt, 
sailed on the French line steamer La 
Gascogne on their way to Boer lines In 
South Africa. Most of the men are 
Irish-Americans. The corps was re- 
cruited in Chicago by the ( nited Irish 
societies there. They marched to the 
French line pier led by Major Edward 
T. McCrystal, of the Sixty-ninth regi- 
ment, and Patrick Egan, exmlnlster to 
Chili.
